The Lower Columbia River area has been served by 
newspapers since 1873. The earliest were the weekly 
Astorian and the daily Evening Budget. 

Through a series of ownerships, two daily papers, The 
Morning Astorian and The Evening Budget, emerged. They 
were consolidated in 1930 into the Astorian-Budget, an 
evening paper. That publication was renamed The Daily 
Astorian in 1961. 

The Daily Astorian was installed in the building it now 
occupies at 10th and Exchange in 1970. At that time the 
process by which the newspaper is produced was changed 
from letterpress to offset. In 1984 another significant 
change was made, with the installation of computerized on 
equipment to produce the content of the newspaper and to

assist with distribution of the newspaper. 
The Daily Astorian has been given state and regional 
awards for excellence in reporting, photography and 


typography. 


The newspaper, published five days a week, has some 
10,000 paid subscribers. To provide total market coverage, 
supplements are sent weekly to non-subscribers in Clatsop 
County and on the Long Beach Peninsula.

Marketing was truly a one-horse operation 
at the beginning of this century in Astoria. 
And that horse was busy! 

First he pulled the package wagon around 
town, then he returned to Standard’s Sub- 
station to operate a treadmill connected to a 
rotary pump for unloading Pearl Oil from 
railroad tank cars. Finally, the horse was 
hitched to the 175-gallon tank wagon for 
delivery of Pearl Oil, the kerosene which 
provided the only means of lighting the 
community's homes, churches and meeting 
places. Much of this was distributed through 
the grocery stores. Gasoline gave him little 
trouble, as only 100 gallons a year were sold, 
to be used solely in plumbers’ blow torches. 

Standard pioneered this territory — in 
petroleum service, that is. 

Our Astoria plant, served an area of 1600 
square miles on both Oregon and Washington 
sides of the river. Many of the customers 
received their Pear! Oil in the famous “two- 
fives” — wooden boxes containing a pair of 
five-gallon tins. These were supplied by a 
local can factory, and filled from the plant's 
single 22,000-gallon storage tank. 

Our sales agent, Hiram Leinenweber, 
nailed up the boxes, stenciled on the brand, 
made deliveries, took orders, kept books, 
and wrote the monthly report, from 1901 to 
1920. 

Everywhere, gasoline sales began to grow. 
Around Astoria, the demand came primarily 
from the engines installed in some 5000

sailboats, mostly fishing boats. Another 
product on the move was fuel oil, and the 
Astoria plant was slightly enlarged to handle 
the business. 


The dock became the home port of a 
launch, Petroleum. She was replaced by a 
series of more modern “tiny tankers” bearing 
the appropriate name, Service. Each one had 
served the fishing vessels locally and the 
territory upstream from the mouth of the 
Columbia for 25 miles, on both Washington 
and Oregon shores. 


Several Special Agents followed Hiram 
Leinenweber: E. J. McClanahan, H. W. Mc- 
Callum, W. P. Tuerck, R. C. Holmes, H. R. 
McFeeters, and finally H. E. Hutchens. Mr. 
Hutchens spent 30 years here, retiring in 
1957. Upon Hutchens’ retirement the plant 
fell under the supervision of a manager in 
Longview. 


Our marine dock is located where the 
Kinney Salmon Cannery stood. This cannery 
was part of the Columbia River Packer's 
Association. 


The Astoria plant ceased to be company 
operated in 1971 when Tom Carmichael 
bought the business. 


Over the years many local men spent their 
entire careers working for Standard Oil in 
Astoria. This plant was an asset to the early 
growth of the Lower Columbia area and 
continues to be one today.

SEASIDE — Downtown Seaside isn’t the 
place it used to be. 

It has taken on a new look anda lot of 
new businesses, and today, only a few 
merchants on the main business street — 
Broadway — can remember what the 
popular tourist spot was like three decades 
ago. 

One of them is Bud Ter Har. 

In 1951, he and his wife, Jean, ended a 
four-year career as traveling gift, 
stationary and jewelry salespeople to buy 
what was then an aging storefront at 27 
Broadway. 

Then, the building encompassed a gift 
shop, apartment complex and hotel. It 
stayed that way for seven years, during 
which the couple lived behind the store and 
pondered their business strategy, 
according to Bud Ter Har. 

They finally decided on a women’s 
clothing store aimed at tourists who drove 
over from Portland for a day on the beach 
during the summer. 

Today, it’sa 6,500-square-foot, 
family-operated clothing store in the same 
location, and the store carries the latest in 
fashions for men, women and children. 

During the peak tourist months of July 
and August, as many as 20 people work at 
the Seaside store, Bud Ter Har says. 

And there’s one big difference. ‘‘More 
local people shop here now,”’ he says. 


IT WASN’T ALWAYS that way. In about 
1906, the current structure housed a small 
gift shop and hotel. It was called 
Merriman’s, according to Bud Ter Har. 

Bud and Jean Ter Har are the third 
owners of the building. Before they 
purchased it, the building was owned by 


Bud and Jean Ter Har have been in business in Seaside for more than three decades. 


Emma Carroll, who also operated it as a 
gift shop and hotel. 

When more hotels moved into town in the 
1950s, the smaller motel and hotel 
operators faced a choice of either 
expanding or going out of business, Bud 
Ter Har says. 

The Ter Hars chose to pursue the one 
business they thought would attract 
tourists’ fancy. 

And after 35 years, the pair say, they are 
now reaping the rewards of a successful 
business venture. 

Bud Ter Har said he retired in February 
1985 and spends most of his time now 


acting as a consultant and overseer to the 
principal operators — his sons, Jeff Ter 
Har, 29, and Pete Ter Har, 33. 

“T feel they learn by doing. While I’m 
still alive, I want to see the business done 
right,”’ Bud Ter Har says. 

Mrs. Ter Har still manages the 
wholesale buying end of the business. 

Two years ago, when the Ter Hars 
expanded with the purchase of a building 
next door, at 29 Broadway, amen’s 
clothing section was added. It was called 
PJ’s. Since then, PJ’s has merged with the 
rest of the store, a line of children’s 
clothing has been added. The store is just 


called Ter Har’s now. 


SUCCESS SEEMS TO have come along 
with the historic site. Though the Ter Hars 
won’t say what their revenues have been in 
recent years, they will say that they’ve 
been extremely successful. 

In 1977, the Ter Hars opened an Astoria 
store at 943 Commercial St. Three years 
ago, they moved it to a larger store at 1117 
Commercial St. Jeff Ter Har manages it. 

Expansion has been ie Two years 
ago, the family also purchased a complex 
of eight store fronts at the northwestern 
corner of Broadway and Columbia Street, 
remodeled it into a Victorian square, 
painted it bright yellow and leased store 
space to other merchants. 

Modernization is taking place in the 
80-year-old building that houses the 
original store, too. A fully computerized 
pricing and bookkeeping system went on 
line last year, Pete Ter Har said. 

That’s all fine for Bud and Jean Ter Har, 
who are actively preparing for retirement. 

“T’m trying to retire, manage the 
property, play golf and spoil the 
grandchildren,” Bud Ter Har said. 

Meanwhile, their sons are looking 
towards more expansion. ‘‘We’d like to 
build another store,’’ Pete Ter Har said. 


UNDOUBTEDLY, THAT WILL happen 
soon, according to their father. ‘‘They’ve 
got growing pains. I feel it’s time,”’ he said, 
as he put his arms behind his head and 
glanced at a bronze golf ball on his desk. 

Bud and Mrs. Ter Har met during World 
War II, while they were attending the 
University of Colorado. He had been 
preparing for medical school but never 
finished college. Neither did Mrs. Ter Har, 
but that hasn’t hampered their business 
success. 

They attribute their success to “‘a lot of 
hard work.”
